Dillon Ripley , the k nowledge­ 
able Secretary of the Smith­ 
sonian Institu te, predicts that 
in 25 y ears there will be no 
more wild animals. This is a 
dire threat and we can only 
hope it is not tru e, bu t we are 
mov ing in that direction. 'The 
p r e s s u r e of popu lation in 
Africa is shrink ing the land 
that the big animals need; the 
gorillas are pu shed u p in the 
hills, the lions and elephants 
roam —in the com parativ e se­ 
cu rity of the national park s. 
We are challenging the right 
of the grizzlies to liv e and we 
hav e 
nearly 
done 
for 
the 
wolv es, not to mention the 
snow leopards, the cheetahs, 
the alligators, the polar bears. 
What k ind of world will it 
be when these creatu res are 
gone? 
It is said that ev ery y ear at 
least one species of bird or 
m am m al becomes ex tinct. The 
creatu res that hav e endu red 
for 
cou ntless 
thou sands 
of 
y ears, that ev olv ed ou t of the 
prim ordial mu d or were named 
in Paradise, whichev er y ou 
lik e, these wonderfu l aggrega­ 
tions of flesh and bone and 
feather and fu r, are going 
ou t. lik e candles, one by one. 
We shall be left, to share 
the w'orld with the indestru c­ 
tible beetles, the cock roaches, 
the rats.
